T.  Taylor  and  E.  D.  Ash- 
croft  passed  the  B.C.  Surveyors'  Preliminary  Examination. 

C.  L.  Spencer  passed  the  Entrance  Examination  to  the 
Royal  Military  College  of  Canada. 

E.  D.  Ashcroft  came  out  Head  of  the  School  at  Christmas. 
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GAMES. 

Cricket. 

The  first  eleven,  under  the  captaincy  of  H.  R.  Wade,  played 
seven  matches,  winning  three,  against  the  West  End  C.C., 
the  Garrison  C.C.,  and  the  Victoria  "B"  team ;  they  lost  four, 
against  the  Albion  C.C.,  the  Garrison  C.C.,  the  Victoria  "B" 
team,  and  the  Staff.  The  "under  sixteen"  eleven  played  two 
matches  in  the  Gillespie  Shield  series,  beating  the  High 
School  and  the  Collegiate  School,  and  winning  the  Shield. 
The  captain  was  K.  A.  Creery. 

Hockey. 

The  hockey  eleven,  captained  by  A.  Thorsen,  won  two 
matches,  against  the  Staff  and  the  Victoria  High  School. 

Football. 

The  first  fifteen  of  1910-11,  under  Capt.  S.  P.  McGuigan, 
played  thirteen  matches,  of  which  they  won  eight,  namely, 
Vancouver  High  School,  West  End  F.C.,  Collegiate  School 
(twice),  Victoria  High  School  (four  times).  They  drew  once 
with  the  last-named  club,  and  lost  four  times,  twice  each  to 
the  Collegiate  and  the  local  High  School. 

The  junior  team,  captained  by  J.  Tatlow,  played  seven 
matches  with  the  Collegiate  School  Juniors,  of  which  they 
won  five,  lost  one  and  drew  one. 

Shooting. 

The  rifle  ten,  captained  by  R.  W.  L.  Crawford,  obtained 
second  place  in  Canada  in  the  Canadian  Rifle  Leage  matches 
(full  range),  while  in  the  gallery  series  we  were  only  ninth, 
though  our  score  was  better  than  in  1910.  Mr.  Harvey's 
Scouts'  team  (Fifteenth  Troop)  won  the  Oscar  Bass  Cup  for 
Miniature  Shooting  between  the  troops  of  Victoria. 

Scouting. 

The  Fifteenth  Troop  of  this  School  had  the  largest  num- 
ber of  first-class  scouts  (seven)  in  the  city.  The  Fourteenth 
Troop  (Mr.  Willis)  took  third  place  in  the  Oscar  Bass  Cup 
match  referred  to  above.  A  party  of  Scouts  marched  87  miles 
in  the  summer  holidays,  Victoria  to  Departure  Bay. 

Organization,  1912. 

The  completion  of  the  Class-Room  Block  marks  an  impor- 
tant era  in  our  development.  We  have  now  eight  fine  class- 
rooms all  together,  and  apart  from  the  living-rooms  and  dor- 
mitories, besides  a  chemistry  laboratory,  and  an  assembly  hall" 


capable  of  holding-  over  200  boys.      This  building  was  first 
used  for  classes  on  February  2nd,  19 12. 

The  possession  of  this  building  sets  free  the  old  class- 
rooms, which  are  now  in  use  as  day-rooms,  for  which  purpose 
they  were  originally  intended.  The  seniors  have  a  Reading 
Room  and  a  Games  Room,  and  the  Intermediates  a  similar 
arrangement  at  the  other  end  of  the  corridor.  The  old  sixth 
form  room  is  now  the  prefects'  study,  and  the  orderly  room  is 
at  last  deserving  of  the  name.  In  Mr.  Harvey's  house  there 
are  also  two  day  rooms.  All  these  reading  rooms  immediately 
blossomed  out  with  a  sort  of  eruption  of  pennants  oi  all 
colours. 

The  duties  and  privileges  of  the  prefects  have  been  con- 
siderably extended  this  term.  Each  has  now  charge  of  a  dor- 
mitory, and  they  take  turns  to  assist  the  masters  in  prepara- 
tion. We  must  say  that  the  present  prefects  are  fulfilling 
their  duties  admirably-  In  Mr.  Harvey's  house  there  are  four 
House-Monitors,  who  take  a  dormitory  each,  and  have  a  little 
study  to  themselves  on  the  ground  floor. 

A  very  important  change  in  the  School  calendar  will  be 
inaugurated  this  term.  In  the  first  place,  as  regards  the 
prize-giving,  it  has  been  thought  for  some  time  that  the  cus- 
tom of  having  it  at  Christmas  was  open  to  several  serious 
objections,  the  chief  one  being  that  all  the  important  prizes 
are  given  on  one  term's  work,  and  that  the  first  term  of  the 
school  year,  when  many  of  the  boys  are  new. 

We  have  therefore,  decided  to  change  the  date  of  the 
prize-giving,  and  hold  it  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term. 
This  term  will  also  be  made  longer,  and  a  similar  shortening 
made  of  the  Christmas  term,  so  that  the  summer  holidays 
will  be  in  future  from  about  the  10th  of  July  to  about  the  9th 
of  September. 

This  alteration  makes  it  necessary  to  hold  the  Annual 
Athletic  Sports  in  the  present  (Easter)  term,  and  the  date  will 
fall  this  year  on  March  29th,  the  day  before  the  boys  go  home 
for  Easter.

A  Reference  Library  has  been  started  in  a  small  way,  for 
the  use  of  the  Senior  boys.  It  is  kept  in  the  Sixth  Form 
Room,  and  contains  works  on  History,  Science,  Travels, 
Poetry,  Biography,  and  Dictionaries. 


The  big  flagstaff  presented  to  us  some  time  ago  by  Mr. 
R.  V.  Winch,  of  Vancouver,  has  now  been  erected,  the  expense 
of  doing  so  being  met  by  the  generosity  of  our  friend  Mr. 
Alexis  Martin,  of  Victoria.  The  flag,  which  is  hoisted  each 
morning-  and  taken  down  at  sunset,  is  rather  too  small  for 
the  pole ;    we  need  one  at  least  twenty  feet  long. 


Two  Debating  Societies  have  been  started  this  term,  one 
for  the  Sixth  and  Fifth  forms,  the  other  for  the  Fourth  and 
the  Remove.  They  meet  fortnightly  in  the  new  Assembly 
Hall,  and  the  two  forms  concerned  take  opposite  sides,  while 
the  form-masters  act  as  judges,  and  award  marks  for  each 
speech.  H.  R.  Wade  is  the  chairman  of  the  first-named 
society,  and  L.  O.  Stockett  of  the  second.  The  first  debate 
was  held  on  Feb.  19th,  and  the  Fifth  form  brought  forward 
a  motion  to  the  effect  that  "The  importance  of  Aerial  Navi- 
gation in  warfare  is  much  exaggerated." 

Galer  opened  for  the  Fifth  in  a  well-arranged  speech, 
dwelling  on  the  weak  points  of  aeroplanes,  and  showing  how 
military  tactics  would  be  developed  to  meet  new  needs. 

Townesend,  opposing,  quoted  instances  of  the  value  of 
aeroplanes,  especially  in  reporting  the  result  of  artillery  fire. 

Ashcroft  ii  seconded,  pointing  out  that  their  use  was 
limited  by  weather  conditions  and  the  nature  of  the  ground 
on  which  they  could  land. 

Campbell,  whose  materials  considerably  exceeded  the 
time  at  his  disposal,  showed  the  progress  of  invention  to  be 
gradually  doing  away  with  the  old  objections  to  the  use  of 
aeroplanes,  and  said  that  a  noiseless  engine  was  actually  in 
use. 

Watt  said  that  no  way  could  be  found  of  stopping  the 
noise  of  the  propeller,  and  that  dropping  bombs  on  a  battle- 
ship would  have  no  appreciable  effect,  even  if  they  hit. 

Drewry  said  that  the  usefulness  of  bombs  was  not  to  be 
measured  by  the  number  of  men  killed,  but  by  the  general 
effect  on  the  minds  of  the  troops,  or  on  the  crew  of  a  shin. 

Ferrie    thought   that  the    risks   were    so  enormous    that 


enough  men  would  not  be  found  in  time  of  war  to  be  willing 
to  take  them. 

Baker  i  suggested  dropping  bombs  down  the  funnel  of  a 
battleship  and  so  exploding  the  magazines. 

Palmer,  in  a  very  well-composed  speech,  showed  that 
carrying  and  dropping  bombs  was  dangerous  to  both  sides. 

Mr.  Harvey  and  Mr.  Tomlinson  awarded  the  decision  to 
the  Sixth  by  36  points  to  35.      The  motion  was  thus  lost. 


SPEECH    DAY,    1911. 


Tuesday,  December  19th,  was  the  date  of  the  third  Speech 
Day  which  we  have  held  in  the  present  Gymnasium,  and  though 
the  day  was  marred  by  the  regrettable  absence  of  our  War- 
den, it  was  memorable  for  the  verv  inspiring  address  given  us 
by  Rev.  H.  B.  Gray,  D.D..  lately"  Head  of  Bradfield  College, 
England. 

Mr.  Harvey  read  the  Principals'  Report,  and  Mr.  Bar- 
nacle introduced  Dr.  Gray.  After  expressing  his  regret  that 
Mr.  Bolton's  illness  prevented  him  from  being  present,  he 
said  that  many  people  felt  uncomfortable  in  the  presence  of 
a  school-master.  He  hoped,  however  that  the  varied  nature 
of  his  own  interests  outside  his  profession  had  obliterated 
whatever  pedantry  he  might  have  imbibed.  Referring  to  his 
own  scholastic  career  at  Westminster  School,  Oxford  Uni- 
versity, and  as  Head  of  Bradfield  College,  he  felt  towards  the 
Principals  on  the  platform  like  a  mariner  on  dry  land,  as  a 
Latin  poet  puts  it,  watching  the  toils  of  the  sailors  still  out 
on  the  stormy  waters.  And  when  Mr.  Harvey  handed  him 
the  prizes  to  bestow,  he  felt  like  the  gladiator  who  received  a 
wand  from  Caesar  as  a  sign  that  his  active  days  were  honour- 
ably past  and  over.  He  also  compared  Mr.  Harvey  to  Solo- 
mon displaying  his  splendours  to  the  Queen  of  Sheba.  and 
would  say  like  her:  "Lo.  the  half  was  not  told  me." 

Addressimj-  himself  directlv  to  the  bovs,  he  said  he  was 
not  going  to  preach  to  them  about  work  or  play,  but  to  remind 
them  of  something  a  little  higher,  a  little  broader,  and  a  little 
deeper — that  thev  were  verv  members  incorporate  in  a  great 
institution  which  was  s<  imething  higher  and  broader  than  them- 
selves. He  yielded  to  none  in  his  admiration  for  the  system 
of  free  education  ;  it  was  the  brightest  star  in  the  crown  of 
our  civilization  in  British  Columbia — but  the  scholars  of  this 
system  do  not  and  cannot  acquire  quite  the  same  corporate 
environment,  quite  the  same  chivalrous  feelings  towards  one 
another,  quite  the  same  esprit  de  corps  which  it  is  the  function 
and  the  privilege  of  a  great  Republic  such  as  this  to  maintain. 


"Here."  the  Doctor  pointed  out.  "you  live  together  in  so 
close  a  fellowship  as  will  never  hereafter  be  your  lot  when 
you  leave  the  gates  of  boyhood  behind.  You  will  never  again 
cement  so  closely  those  bonds  of  friendship  as  in  these  golden 
days.  You  who  live  together  here,  when  you  look  back  on 
your  schooldays  (if  you  are  true  and  faithful  members  of  this 
great  and  increasing  institution)  will  forget  the  small  trials 
which  from  time  to  time  you  may  think  unpleasant,  but  you 
will  remember  only  and  always,  together  with  the  memory 
of  personal  attachment  to  your  fellows  and  your  masters,  the 
fact  that  you  have  been  members  of  an  institution  which  is 
greater  than  yourselves,  which  has  had  the  power  to  lift  your 
lives,  and  to  make  you  true  and  profitable  members  of  this 
Christian  commonwealth. 

"I  believe  that  you  have  established  here,  as  in  the  great 
boarding  schools  of  England,  the  Prefectorial  svstem.  I  am 
right  glad  to  hear  it.  In  this  way  boys  learn  the  power  of 
self-government,  and  the  government  over  others,  at  the 
earliest  possible  age.  That  power  will  become,  in  your  after 
years,  bone  of  vour  bone,  and  flesh  of  your  flesh.  It  is  because 
you  live  in  this  atmosphere  of  self-government,  that  those  of 
you  who  year  after  year  come  forth  from  these  walls,  will 
become  the  pioneers  of  many  a  successful  industry  and  heroic 
enterprise  in  this  province.  No  amount  of  home-fed  training- 
can  supply  that  stimulus  which  residence  in  an  institution 
like  this  never  fails  to  impart  to  all  manly  minds. 

'"And  never  forget  that  you  would  not  be  here  at  all 
were  it  not  for  the  foresight  and  enterprise  of  those  to  whom 
you  owe  the  beginning  and  the  continuance  of  this  School. 
It  is  a  school  worthy  to  rank  with  the  great  institutions  of  the 
Mother  Land,  and  in  days  to  come.  University  School  will  be 
as  much  a  part  of  the  vital  framework  of  this  Province  as  are 
her  Parliament  Buildings,  her  churches,  and  her  coming  Uni- 
versity." 

Doctor  Gray  went  on  to  point  out  the  vital  importance 
of  the  moral  side  of  school  training.  The  atmosphere  of  such 
a  school  must  be  distinguished  by  a  spirit  of  work,  of  purity, 
of  honour,  and  oi  religion.  The  boys  will  have  learnt  here 
something  of  the  nobleness  of  public  spirit,  and  of  brotherly 
chivalry.  something  of  the  dignity  of  responsibility,  but  above 
all.  the  principles  of  a  liberal  and  comprehensive,  and  yet 
definite  and  complete  Christianity,  which  has  been  the  basis 
of  the  greatest  lives  lived  on  earth  since  the  days  of  Xazareth 
and  Calvary. 

There  was  a  danger,  when  a  province  grows  suddenly 
prosperous.  lest  the  men  of  the  country  should  forget  that 
"the  life  is  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment." 


"If,"  he  concluded,  "you  have  learnt  this  lesson,  you  can, 
as  the  Spartans  were  bidden  to  do,  adorn  your  'Sparta'  by  the 
power  of  your  example,  creating  traditions  of  a  noble  and 
enduring  school,  like  that  in  which  this  goodly  company  has 
gathered  to-day,  to  celebrate  the  termination  of  a  successful 
year,  and  to  felicitate  all  concerned  in  the  omens  of  a  still 
greater  and  more  permanent  prosperity  in  the  years  to  come."

The  strength  of  the  battalion  remains  steady  at  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  of  all  ranks,  but  the  strength  of  the  band 
has  been  increased  to  twelve,  seven  bugles  and  five  drums.

The  winter  competitions  managed  by  the  Canadian  Rife

BOXING    TOURNAMENT. 

The  finals  of  the  boxing  tournament  were  held  in  the 
Gymnasium  on  Saturday  evening,  December  9th.  The  pre- 
liminary rounds  were  reported  in  our  last  issue.  Mr.  Dyne 
Harrison  refereed,  while  Mr.  Gerard  Bolton  and  Mr.  Lindsay 
acted  as  judges.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  first  two  are  both 
old  boys  of  the  School. 

A  silver  medal  was  presented  to  the  winner  in  each  of 
the  four  classes,  besides  a  special  medal  for  juniors,  and  the 
Warden's  Cup  for  the  best  science  shown.
